REPORT OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY 

The General Assembly of the Church 
of God convened in the city of Cleveland, 
Tenn., Oct. 7-13 with the largest delega- 
tion ever attending during the history 
of the Church. We have no way of know- 
ing the exact number present, however, 
we think to say that those who attended 
from first to last would range from nine 
to twelve thousand people. The large Au- 
ditorium was packed to its largest pos- 
sible capacity, and hundreds if not a 
thousand or two stood in the aisles and 
around the walls and every possible 
place where they might hear and get a 
glimpse of what was going on inside. 

SPIRITUAL ATMOSPHERE 


The spiritual atmosphere was one of 
deepening effect on the part of the Holy 
Spirit and equally so joyous on the part 
of those who received blessings during 
these seven days of God’s visitation 
among His children. Faithful ministers, 
perhaps fifteen hundred or more, had 


gathered from the east, west, north, south, 
and from the islands of the sea to share 
in discussion of those problems 


which 


concern the progress and general welfare 
of the Church, and if not to share the 
above named responsibility, to at least 
enjoy the Gospel messages and manifesta- 
tion of God’s grace. There were 241 new 
ministers added last year and 89 new 
churches set in order. 


MISSION FIELD 


We also opened new work in the island 
of Haiti, some new work in Mexico upon 
which God mightily poured out His Spir- 
it. The Bahama Islands and Canada also 
enjoyed great refreshing as the result of 
the efforts of workers in these different 
places. The reports from the work at 
large were very gratifying, both from a 
standpoint of success and_ spirituality 
shared among God’s faithful children. 


ELDERS COUNCIL 


Shortly before the opening of the Gen- 
eral Assembly the Elders Council met t9 
carefully consider such items of business 
and p'ans as had been referred to them 
for their consideration concerning the 
best interest of the Church. These had 
been gone over and discussed thoroughly 
from every angle as to What was or was 
not the best solution of the question at 
issue. This council was one of perfect 
unity thru the entire session. 

The Bishops Council which immediately 
followed consisting of that part of the 
body of bishops who had gathered from 
over the entire country was also one of 
spiritual blessing and promotion of gen- 
eral good and fellowship that was lasting 
and deep as they with the former Council 
and the General Overseer sought to pre- 
pare for presentation and ratification by 
the General Assembly such orders or doc- 
trines as it became their duty to consider. 

As for myself, I greatly appreciate the 
fact that God’s ministers are from day 
to day learning to more properly estimate 
each other’s value and relationship one 
to the other and how indispensable each 
one is from the body of Christ. It makes 
me feel that we are growing not only in 
numbers, but in quality and that our 
spiritual state and standing in grace is 
also being improved. Our prayer is, God 
speed the day when we may be able to 
arrive more fully within the fulness of 
His grace and divine favor. 


APPOINTMENT OF OVERSEERS 


Most of the former state overseers were 
returned to their respective fields of la- 
bor. There were, however, a few changes 
such as were in the minds of the com- 
mittee appointing state overseers best 
suited to the needs of the work. We con- 
fidently expect that the present Assem- 
bly year shall be one of continued success 
and that the Church will again rally to- 
gether next fall with many new con- 
verts, new churches, and ministers as a 


result of its efforts.

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An Account of “he Assembly 


“Not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some 
is; but exhorting one another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching.”—Heb. 10:25. 


HE 28th Annual Assembly is now in 

the past. As years pass by and we 
gather together for the consideration of 
matters pertaining to the Church and its 
best interest, we realize that the com- 
ing of Jesus will soon close the work of 
the Lord and His Church. 

On the evening of Oct. 7, long before 
time to open the service, the Auditoriuin 
was packed to its capacity with many 
people surging about the doors trying 
to get in, but there was not room for 
them. Every available seat was occupied 
and the aisles were filled with standing 
people, in fact, there wasn’t a foot of floor 
space on the main floor nor in the gal- 
lery that was not taken. The streets were 
packed with people as far down as ] 
could see. The band began to play and 
the shouts of rejoicing went up as a 
sound of many waters. After thirty min- 
utes of musical pragram Brother F. M. 
Waldron gave the welcome address. After 
his address a letter was read from the 
Mayor of the City of Cleveland, welcom- 
ing those who had come from the many 
states. After this Mr. C. W. Harle gave a 
talk, he being one of the members of the 
Chamber of Commerce, also President of 
the Merchants Bank, and has shown the 
Church many favors. Responses were 
given by Marvin Mortenson, N. Dak.;: 
Mrs. J. C. Coats, Texas; Stewart Brins- 
field, S. Dak.; Nannie Ruth Bowles, N. 
H.; J. A. Self, Fla.; W. M. Stallings, N. 
C.; J. B. Cole, La.; Russell Huff, Ohio. 
After these Christians had delivered their 
talks the people stood and waved their 
handkerchiefs in honor to God for the 
blessing He had bestowed upon them, in 
permitting them to come to this great As- 
sembly. After a musical program the co:- 
gregation was dismissed for the evening. 

On Sunday morning at 10:00 o’clock 
the doors of the Auditorium were open- 
ed and the matrons of the Orphanage 
gave an entertainment with songs and

recitations by the children of the orphan 
homes. This was enjoyed by all and a 
collection was taken which amounted to 
around four hundred dollars. Our Orphan- 
age Department is doing great work 
training the children for a life’s work. 
In the afternoon Brother J. H. Walker 
gave a Bible School program of songs 
and talks from the students, which was 
highly enjoyed by every one present. At 
the evening service the young  peopie 
gave a Y. P. E. program. This was direct- 
ed by Mrs. Alda B. Harrison and was a 
very enjoyable. occasion. Many g90d 
things were said by the young people 
from the different states. 

On Monday morning, Oct. 9, long before 
the opening hour, the Auditorium was 
packed to its capacity. It looked as tho’ 
there were as many people on the out- 
side as there were in the Auditorium. 
They filled the lobby rooms in the base- 
ment and enjoyed themselves until they 
could get a seat in the Auditorium. God's 
presence and power was felt in every ser- 
vice. Oh, the glory and blessings that 
came down from the Father of light and 
flooded the souls of all present! 

The business services each day were 
filled with items of interests concerning 
the Church, its doctrine, tenets, and 
teachings. The greatest unity we have 
ever felt in the Assembly was witnessed 
at this one. We haven’t words to express 
the glory and power that was really mani- 
fested from time to time. It seemed that 
everybody was at his best and was ready 
to enjoy all the good things that God had 
in store for us. There were people gath- 
ered from Maine to California and from 
the extreme Northwestern States to the 
Land of Flowers. As I sat on the rostrum 
looking after the general interest of the 
Assembly and trying to make it possible 
to keep good order and conduct every- 
thing in that good holy way that God 
would have it go, I am sure I never felt 
the presence and power of God any more 
than I felt at this time. 

The states began representing at 1:30 
p. m., Oct. 9. As they would march, shout, 
and praise the Lord, it was a glorious oc- 


casion: All those who were on the pro- 
gram were present with the exception of 
one or two. I feel that every speaker was 
anointed with God’s great power and the 
many good messages will long be re- 
membered by those precious hungry 
hearts that were there to receive them. 
Every day was filled with good things 
from early morning until late in the eve- 
ning. All who spoke to me_ express2d 
themselves as being pleased with the way 
in which God had blessed the Assembly. 
Thousands of ministers and laymen have 
returned to their different fields of 1la- 
bor with renewed energy and with a deep 
determination to do more for the Lord 
than in any Assembly year of the past. 
The reports from last year’s work were 
more than gratifying. The report of the 
increase of members wasn’t full as quite 
a number of church reports did not get in 
until after the report was read. I am sure 
there will be approximately 50,000 mem- 
bers when all] the reports are checked up. 
The Evangel office has had the most 
successful year in all the history of the 
Church. There has been more printed mat- 
ter sent out to the people and more 
profits from said printing than any one 
vear since the Church has been organized. 
I am sure all will be gratified to know 
that Brother Clark is making a great suc- 
cess of the editor’s work. It seems that it 
will be almost impossible for us to hold 
our next Assembly in the Auditorium 
without enlarging it, so we have begun 
now to pray for God to make some way 
that we may have room for all the peo- 
ple. If Jesus tarries and times get bet- 
ter it wouldn’t surprise me to have 30,000 
people at the next Assembly, and I am 
sure that God will make a way for us to 
prepare a place to accommodate them.

Eccl. 5:15, 16; 1 Tim. 6:7. O what a dif- 
ferent place this would be to live in if 
we would only remember that “man's 
life consisteth not in the abundance of 
things which he possesseth.”

REPORT FROM CHURCH OF 
GOD AT KEY WEST, FLA. 


As the Assembly year has come to a 
close again, I feel the desire to write a 
few words of commendation of the faith- 
fulness of the little band of saints in the 
Church of God at Key West, Fla. 

We arrived on the work Nov. 17, 1932, 
and were given a hearty welcome by the 
saints and at once we began to feel at 
home. We found the majority of the folks 
fired up for the Lord and His cause, and 
a gracious outpouring of the Spirit’s 
presence was not an uncommon  occur- 
rence, 

In February the Lord sent the White 
brothers to us from Fort Mill, S. C., who 
were a great blessing to us with their 
good singing, music, and preaching; a 
goodly number were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost in this meeting, and it was 
said by some of the old settlers here, that 
a greater interest and revival spirit had 
not been seen here in over eleven years. 

While we do not feel that we can boast 
of as great success as some others may, 
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or as We would like to, yet in many ways 
it has been a year of blessing and vic- 
tory for us here. One thing for which we 
truly praise the Lord, is the spirit of al- 
most continual unity and harmony which 
has prevailed throughout the entire year. 
This alone, we feel, has been a great vic- 
tory, as Key West has, for so many 
years, had the name of being a hard place 
for preachers to get along. But we have 
found that it only takes a mixture of 
much prayer and patience, mixed well 
with plenty of heavenly wisdom and good 
judgment and used freely, at least once 
every hour throughout the entire day and 
night, to be able to get along and keep 
the victory. 

Key West being located as it is, makes 
it very difficult to get anyone to come 
this way to help us in revivals, ete. For 
this reason we sometimes feel as if we 
were almost shut off from the rest of the 
world, and long very much for the fel- 
lowship of other saints and ministering 
brethren. But we trust that you will not 
forget that we are a part of the body of 
Christ, and that we need your prayers 
and presence too. So please don’t be 
afraid to come this way sometimes and 
help us out. 

These poor folks down here don’t have 
the privilege of going to the camp meet- 
ings and General Assemblies, as many of 
you do, but still they are the nearest true 
blue, loyal Church of God folks that I 
have ever found, I believe. And as for 
tithe payers, I don’t know a single one in 
the church who doesn’t pay his tithes 
when he has anything to tithe. But con- 
ditions are such now that none of the 
members have had any work for over 
two months. So you can see they can’t 
do much, but can truthfully say that they 
will come as near doing all they can as 
any band of saints anywhere else. 

We have not missed a single financial 
obligation, and for the past two months 
we have more than doubled our mission 
quota. Of course the amounts have been 
small, but faithfulness counts with us 
here, and the fact that we didn’t stop 
with just barely measuring up to the As- 
sembly ruling, but we went further and 
did our best. 

We do not know where our field of 
labor will be another year, if Jesus tar- 
ries, or who will labor here, but if your 
state overseer asxs you to come to Key 
West, don’t be afraid to come. There is 
plenty to do, and good people to work 
with, and they will see that you don’t 
go hungry. You will have a good parson- 
age to live in, and everything furnished. 
We would, however, recommend a smal! 
family; just a couple is better as the 
membership is small. 

Just one word more of appreciation of 
those who are not members of the local 
body, but who have proven themselves 
faithful with their support. Many have 
been the kind remembrances that they 
have shown, even paying in-their tithes 
and working in every way to help the 
cause along. 

Recently when this place Was visited by 
a severe hurricane, and we felt that it 
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might be unsafe to stay in the parson- 
age, their home along with others was 
opened to us for safety until the storm 
was over. We spent a very pleasant day 
and night in this home, and felt that it 
would be unfair to let this report go in 
without some word of thanks for this 
kindness.—Faithfully yours, T. P. Doug- 
las, pastor, 1106 Olivia Street.
